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Put, alas, the Children and Servants of thoſe old Planters 
mult needs afford many degenerate. Plants, and there is now 
riſen up a Number of-People, otherwiſe inclined than our 7o- 
ſhua's, and the Elders that out-liv'd them.'. Thoſe two things 
our holy Progenitors, and our happy Advantages make Onut- 
ſions of Duty, and ſuch Spiruual- Diſorders as the whole 
World abroad is overwhelmed with, to be as provoking in us, 
as the moſt flagitious W ickednefs committed in other places ; 
and the Miniſters of God are accordingly: ſevere in their Teſti- 
monies: But in fhorr, thoſe Intereſts 'of the. Golpel , which 
were the Errand of 'our Fathers into theſe Ends of the Earth. 
have been too much negleed and poſtponed, and the Attain- 
ments of an handſome Education, have been too much under- 
valued, by Mulcicudes that have not fallen into Exorbitances of 
wickedneſs; and ſome, eſpecially of our young: Ones, - when 
they have got abroad from under the Reſtraints here Jaid up- 
on them, have become extravagantly and abominably Vici- 
cious. Hence 'tis, that the Happineſs of New-England has been 
but for a time, as it was foretold, and not for a long time, as 
has been deſir'd for us. A Variety of Calamity has long fol- 
_ low'd thisPlantation ; and we have all the Reaſon imaginable 
to aſcribe it unto the Rebuke of Heaven upon us for onr. ma- 
nifold Apoſtaſies; we make no right nſe of our Difaſters.

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Juſt Suſpicion, -that the Demons might 
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der the Sun, than what have been Employ'd for the Extirpati- 
on of theYine which God has here Planted, Caſting out the Heathen, 
and preparing a Room before it, and cauſing it to take deep Root, and fill 
the Land, fo that it ſent its Boughs unto the Atlantic Sea: Ealtward, 
and its Branches unto the Connefticut River Weſtward, and the 
Hills were covered with the ſhadow» thereof. But, ' All thoſe Ar- 
tempts of Hell have hitherto been Abortive, many an Ebenezer 
has been Erc&ed unto the Praiſe of God, by his Poor Peoptc 
here; and Having ebtained Help from God, we continue to this Day : 
Wherefore the Devil is now making one Attempt more 'up- 
on us; an Attempt more - Difficulrt,, more Surprizing, more

Churches in the Country, And we have now with Horror ſeen 
the Diſcovery of ſuch a Witchcraft ! An Army of Dewils is 
horribly broke in upon the place which isthe Center, and af- 
ter a ſort, the Firſt born of our Engliſh Settlements : and the 
Houſes of the Good People there are filled with the doleful 
Shrieks of their Children and Servants, Tormented by 
invifible Hands, with Tortures altogether preternatura]. 
After the Miſchiefs there 'Endeavoured, and lince in part 
Conquered, the terrible Plague, of Ezil Angels, hath made 
its Progreſs into fome” other- places, where other Perſons 
have been in'rlike manner +Diabolically ' handled. Theſe 
oer poor Afﬀiged 'Neighbours, quickly after they become 
ſnfetted and.

Twenty have Confeſſed, that Oy have Signed untoa Buk, which 
the Devil ſhow'd them, and Engaged 1n his Helliſh Deſign of 
Bemwitching,and Ramng our Land. We know not, at leaft I know 
not, how far the Dcluſions of Satan may be Interwoven into 
ſome Circumſtances of the Confeſſions; but one would think all 
the Rules of Underſtanding Humane Afﬀairs are at an cnd, If 
after ſo many moſt Voluntary Harmonious Confcfhons, made 
by Intelligent Perfons of all Ages in ſundry Towns, at ſeveral 
Times, we mult not Belieye the main Rrokes wherein thote Con- 
fcſſions agree: Eſpecially when we have a Thouſand preternatu- 
ral Things every day before our Eyes, wherein the Confeffors 
do acknowledg their Concerament,and give Demonſtration of 
their being ſo Concerned. If che Devils now can ſtrike the 
Minds of Men with any Poyſons of ſo fine aCompolition and O- 
peration, that ſcores of Innocent People ſha!l Unite, in Con- 
tcons of a Crime, which we fee aftually Committed, it is a 
thing prodigious;beyond the Wonders of the former Ages,and 
it threatens no leſs than a fort of a Diffolution upon the World. 
Now. by theſe Confeſfions'tis Agreed, That the Deyil has made 
a dreadtul Knot of Witches in the Country, and by the help of 
W itches has dreadfully increaſed that Knot $ 'Thattheſe W itch- 
es have driven a Trade of Commiſfioning their .Confederate 
Spirits, to do all forts of Miſchiefs to the Neighbours, whereup- 
on there have enſued ſuch Miſchicyous Conlequences upon the 
Bodies and Eſtates of the Neighbourhood, as could not other- 
wiſe be accounted tor $ Yea, That at prodigious Witch-Mzet- 
ings, the Wretches have proceeded fo far, as to Concert and 
Conſult the Mechods of Rooting out the Chriſtian Religion 
from this Countrey, and ſetting tp inſtcad of it, perhaps a 
more groſs Diaboliſm , that cver.the World ſaw bctore.... And 
yet it will be a thing little ſhore of Miracle, if in fo ſpread a bu- 
{inels as this the Devil ſhould not get in ſome of his Judges, to

$. III. Doubtleſs, the Thoughts of many will receiye a great 
Scandal againſt New England, from the Number of Perſons that 
have been Accaſed, or SuſpeCted, for Witchcraft, in this Coun- 
try : But it were eaſie to offer many things, that may Anſwer 
and Abate the Scandal. If the holy Ghoſt ſhould any where per-

things confeſſed by Witches, and the things endured by Others, 
laid rogetner, amount unto this account of our Afiftion. The 
Dezil, exhibiting himſelf ordinarily as a ſmall Black Man, has 
decoy'd a fearful knot of proud, froward, ignorant, enyious 
and malicious Creatures,to liſt themſelves in his horrid Service, 
by cntring their Names in a Book by him tcndred unto them, 


Theſe Witches, whereof above a Score have now Confeſſed and 


ſhown their Deeds, and ſome are now tormented by the Devils 
for Confeſſing. haye met in Helliſh Randezvouzes, wherein the 
Confeflors do ſay, they haye had their Diabolical Sacraments, 


imitating the Baptiſm and the Sapper of our Lord. In theſe hel- , 


liſh Mectings, theſe Monſters have aflociated themſelves ro do 
no lefs a thing than to deſtroy the Kingdom of our Lord Zeſus Chrilt 
in 
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in theſe parts of the World; and in order hereunto, Firſt, they 


_ Each of them have their Spedres or Deyils, commiſſion'd by 


them, and repreſenting of them, to be the Engines of their 
Malice. By theſe wicked Spe&res they fieze poot People about 
che Country, with various and bloody Torments ; and of thoſe 
evidently preternatural Torments there are ſome have dy'd. 
T hey have bewitched ſome, even fo far as to make Self-deſtroy- 
ers: And othersare in many Towns here and there languiſhing 
under their Em! hands, The People thus aflited, are miſera- 
bly ſcratched and birten, ſo that the Marks are moſt viſible to 


-all the World, but the Cauſes utterly inviſible $ And the ſame 


invibble Furies do moſt viſibly ſtick Pins into the Bodies of the 
Aftiged, and ſcale them, and hideouſly diſtort and disjoint all 
thcir Members, beſides a thouſand. others of Plagues beyond 
theſe, of any natural Diſeaſes which they give unto them, 
Yea, they ſometim's drag the poor People our of their Cham- 
bers, and carry them over Trees and Hills for divers Miles 
togcrher. A large patt of the Perſons tortured by theſe Dia- 
bolical Spefres, are' horribly tempted by them, ſometimes 
with fair Promiſes, and ſometimes with hard Threatnings, 
but always with felt Miſcrics to ſign the Dezils Laws in a Spe- 

ral Book laid-before them; which two or three of theſe poor 
Sufferers, being by their tireſome Sufferings overcome to do, 
they have immediately been releated from all their Miſeries, 
and they appeared in Spe&re then to torture thoſe that were be- 


fore their Fellow-Sufferers. The Witches, which by their Co- 


venant with the Devil, are become Owners of Spedres, are of- 
ren-times by their own Spedfres required and compelled to give 
their Conſent, for the moleſtation of ſome, which they had 
no mind otherwiſe to fall upon ; and cruel Depradations are 
then made upon the Vicinage, In the Proſecution of theſe 
Wirchcrafts, among a thouſand other unaccountable things, 
the Spettres have an odd faculty of cloathing the moſt ſubſtan- 
tial and corporeal Inſtruments of Torture with Inviſibility, 
while the Wounds thereby given have bcen the moſt palpable 
things in the World; fo that the Sufferers aſſaulted with In- 
ſtruments of lron, wholly unſeen to the Standers-by, though, 
ro their Coſt, ſeen by themſelves, have, upon ſnatching, wre-. 
ſted the Inſtruments our of the Spedtres hands, and every one 
has then immediately not only beheld, but handled an Iron In- 
ſtrument taken by a Devil from a Neighbour. Theſe wicked 
Speres have proceeded ſo far, as to ſteal ſeveral quantities of 
Money from divers People, 'part of which Moncy __ _ 

UNCIEnt 


ſufficient SpeQators, been dropt ont of the Air into the hand 
of the Sufferers, while the Spe&fres have been urging them to 
ſubſcribe their Covenant with Death. In ſuch extravagant ways 
have theſe Wretches propounded the Dragooning of as many as 
they can in their own Combination, and the Deſtroyzug of o- 
thers, with lingring, ſpreading, deadly Diſeaſes, till our 
Countrey ſhould art laſt become to hot for us, Among- the 
Ghaſtly Jnftances of the Succeſs which thoſe Bloody Witches 
have had, we have ſeen even ſome of their own Children fo 
dedicated unto the Devil, that in their Infancy it is found the 
Imps have ſucked them, and rendred them yenemous to a Pro- 
degy. We have alſo ſcen the Devils firſt Batteries upon the 
Town, where the firſt Church of our Lord in this Colony 
was gathered, producing thoſe diſtrations, which have almoſt 
ruin'd the Town. We haye ſeen likewiſe the Plague reaching 
afterwards into other Towns far and near, where the Houſes 
of good Men haye the Devils filling of them with terrible Vex= 
ations ! E | 
T hisis the Deſcent, which it ſeems, the Devil hasrnow made 
upon us. But that which makes this Deſcent the more formi- 
dable,. is, The multitude and quay of Perſons accuſed of an In- 
tereſt in this Witchcraft, by the Efficacy of the Speefres which 
take their Name and Shape upon them; cauſing very many 
ood 'and wiſe Men to fear, That many innocent, yea, and 
ome vertuous Perſons, : are by the Devils in this marter impoſed 
upon; That the Devils have obtained the Power, to take on 
' them the likeneſs of harmleſs People, and in that likeneſsto af- 
Ai& other people, and be lo abuled by Preſtigious Demons, that 
upon their look or touch the afflicted ſhall be odly affected. Ar- 
guments from the Providence of God, on the one fide, and from 
our Charity towards Man on the other 1ide, have made this 
now to become a moſt agitated Controyerſic among us. There 
is an Agony produced in the minds of Men, left the Deyil 
ſhould ſham us with Devices, of perhaps a finer Thred, than 
was ever yet practiſed upon the World; The whole buſineſs is 
become hereupon ſo ſnarled, and the determination of the Que- 
ſtion one way or another, ſo- diſmal, that our Honourable 
Judges have a room for Jehoſhaphat's Exclamation, We know not 
what to do! They have uſed, as Judges have heretofore done, 
the Spedtral Ewidences, to introduce ther further Enquiries into 
the Zives of the perſons accuſed; and.they have thereupon, b 
the wonderful Providence of God, been. ſo ſtrengthened wir 
other Evidences, that ſome of Witch Gang haye been fairly 
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executed, But what ſhall be done, as to thoſe againſt whom 
the Evidence is chiefly founded in the dark World ? Here they do 
ſolemnly demand our Addrelles to the Father of Lights on their 
behalf, But ia che mean time, the Devil improves the Dark- 
neſs of this Aﬀair, to puſh us into a Blind mans Buffet, and we 
are even ready to be ſinfully, yea, hotly and madly, mauling 
one another in the dark. 

T he conſequence of theſe things every conſiderate man trem- 
bles at, and the more, becauſe the frequent Cheats of Paffion 
and Rumour, do precipitate ſo many, that I wiſh1 could ſay, 
The moſt were conſiderate. 

But that which carries on the formidableneſs of our Trials, 
unto that which may be called, A wrath unto the uttermoſt, is 
this $ It is not without the wrath of the Almighty God himſelf, 
that the Devil is permitted thus to come down upon us1in wrath. 
It was ſaid in 7. 9.19. Through the wrath - tex Lord of Hoſts the 
Land is darkned. Our Land is darkned indeed, fince the Powers 


_ of Darkneſs are turned in upon us$ *Tis a dark time, yea, a 


black night indeed, now the Ty-dogs of the Pit are abroad a- 
mong us : bur, 7t zs through the wrath of the Lord of Hoſts | Jna(- 
much as the Firebrands of Hell it ſelf are uſed for the ſcorching 
of us with-cauſe enough may we cry out, YV/hat means the heat 
cf this Anger? Bleſſed Lord ! Are all the other Inſtruments of 
thy Vengeance too good for the chaſtiſement of ſuch Tranſgreſ- 
ſors as we arc? Muſt the very Dewils be ſent out of their .6wn 
place, to be our Troublers? Muſt we be laih'd with Scorpions, 
ferch'd from the Place of Torment ?.. Muſt this Y/ilderneſs be made 
a Receptacle for the Dragons of the YYVilderneſs? if a Lapland 
ſhould nouriſh in it yaſt numbers, the Succeſſors of the old Bi- 
ermi, who can with looks or words bewitch other people, or 
ſell Winds to Mariners, and have their Familzar Spirits which 
they bequeath to their Children when they die, and by their 
enchanted Kettle-drums can learn things done a thouſand 
Leagues off. If a -Spedeland ſhould afford a Village, where 
ſome Scorc of Haggs may not only have their Mectings with 
Familiar Spirits, but alſo by their Enchantments drag man 
ſcores of poor Children out of their Bed-chambers, ' to be ſpoil- 
ed at thoſe — This, were not altogether a matter of 
ſo much wonder! But that New-Enzland ſhould this way be ha- 
rafſed! They are not Chaldeans, or Bitter and Haſty Nation, 
bur they are Bitter and Burning Devils: They are not Swarthy 1n- 
dias, but they are Sooty Dezals; that are let looſe upon us. Ah, 
poor New-England! mult the Plague of 01d Egypt come aps 
T taCcc }- 
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thee ? Whereof we read in Pf. 78. 49. He ca? upon them the fierce- 
neſs of his Anger, VYrath and ' Indignation, and Troubles by ſending 
Ewl Angels among them. What, O what 'muſt next be looked 
for > Muſt that which is there next mentioned, be next encoun- 
tred > He ſpared not therr Soul from Death, but gave their Life over to 
the Peſiilence. For my part, when I conſider what Melandon 
ſays, in one of his Epiſtles, That theſe Diabolical Speftacles are often 
Prodigies ; and when I conſider, how often People have been by 
SpeFres called upon, juſt before their Deaths,l am verily afraid, 
leſt ſome waſting Mortality be among the things, which this 
Plague is the Forerunner of, I pray God preyecnt it!

When a 
truculent Nero, a Devil of a Man, was turncd in upon the World, 
it was ſaid in 1 Pet. 5. 6. Humble your ſelves under the mighty hand 
of God, How much more now ought. we to humble our ſelves 
under that Mighty Hand of that God, who indeed has the Deal 
in a Chain, but has horribly legthened out the Chain * When 
the old People of God heard any Baſphemes, tearing of his 
ever-blefſed Name to peices, they were to rend their Cloaths at 
what they heard. I am fure that we have cauſe to rend' our 
hearts this day, when we ſee what an high Treafon has been 
commured againft the moſt High God, by the Waitchcrafts in 
our Neighbourhood. We may ſay ; and ſhall we not be humbled 
when we ſay it ? We have ſeen an horrible thing done in our Land !O 
'tisa moſt humble thing to think, thar ever there ſhould be ſuch 
an Abomination among us, asfor a Crewof Humane Race to 
Renounce their Maker,” and'to unite with the Dezal, for the 
troubling of Mankind ; andfor es to be (as is by ſome:con- 
fels'd) Baptiſed by a Fiend uſing this:-Form upon them, Thou art 
mine, and T have a full power over thee } afterwards communicat- 
ing in an Helliſh fread acid Wie, by that Fictd adminiſtred to - 
them. Ir wasaid in Deut.' 18. 10,11, 12. There ſhall not be found 
among you an Inchanter, or a Witch, or a Charmer, or a Conſulter with. 
Fannltar Spirits, or a Wizard, or a Necromancer ; For all that do theſe

I. Since the D-vil is com? dows in great wrath xpon us, let nat 
a5 in our great wrath againſt one another provide a Lodging for 
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him, It was a moſt wholſome Caution, in Eph, 4: 26, 27. Let 
not the Sun go down upon your wrath : Neither give place to the Dew, 
The Devil is come down to ſee what Quarter he ſhall find a- 
mong us 2 And if hiscoming down do now fill us with wrath 
againſt one another; and if berwixt the Can rhe Suffcrers 
on one hand, and the Cauſe of the Suſpefed on the other, we 
carry things to ſuch Extreams of Paſſion as arenow gaining up- 
on us, the Devil will bleſs himſelf to find ſuch a convenient 
Lodging as we ſhall therein afford unto him. And it may be 
that the wrath which we have had againſt one another, has had 
morethan a little Influence upon the coming down of the Deyil 
in that yrath which now amazes us. Have not many of us 
been Devils one unto another for Sladerings, for Back-bitings, 
for Animoſirties ? For this, among other Cauſes, perhaps, God 
has permitred the Devils to be worrying, as they now are, a- 
mong us. Butir is high time to leaye off all Deziliſm, . when 
the Devil himſelf is falling upou us $ And it is no time for us to 
be cenſuring and reviling one another, with a Diziliſh wrath, 
when the wrath of the Dezil is annoying us. T he way for us to 
out-wit the Devil in the Wiles. with which he now vexesus, 
' would be for us tojoyn as one Man inour Cries to God, for the 
dire&ting and iſſuing of this T horny Buſineſs ; bur if we do not 
lift up our Hands to Heaven without wrath, we cannot then do it 
without doubt, of ſpeeding in it. 1 am aſhamed when I read 
French Authors giving this CharaQter of Engliſh- men. [11s ſe ha+ 
iſſent Les uns les autres, & ſont en Diviſion continuelle.] They hate 
one another, and are always Yuarrelling one with another. And I ſhall 
be much more aſhamed, if it become the CharaCter of New- Eng- 

landers ;, which is indeed what the Devil would have. Satan 
would make us bruiſe one another, by breaking of the-Peace a- 
mong us 2 But O ler usdiſappoint them, We read of a thing 
that ſometimes happens tothe Dezal, when he is foaming with 
his wrath, in Matth. 12. 43. The unclean Spirit ſeeks reſt, and finds 
none, But we give reſt unto the Dewil, by wrath one againlt an- 
_ other. If we would lay aſide all fierceneſs and keenels, in the 
Diſputes which the Devil has raiſed among us; and- if we 
would uſe to one another none butthe ſoft Anſwers, which turn a- 
way wrath; | ſhould hope that we might light upon ſuch 
Counſels, as would quickly extricate us out of our Labyrinths, 
Bur the old Incendiary of the V Vorld is. come from Hel!, 
with Sparks of Hell Fire _— on every fide of him; and we 
make our ſelves Tynder to the Sparks. VYhen the Emperor 


Henry LI]. keptche Feaſt of Pentecoſt, ar, the Gity of Mentz, there 
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aroſe a Difiention among ſome of thePeople there, which came from 
IYords to Blows, and at laſt it paſled on to the ſhedding of Blood. Af- 
ter the Tamylt was over, when they came to that C/auſe in their 
Deyotions, Thow Hf ft made this _ glorious ;, the Devil, to the in- 
expreſfible Terr&Fot that vaſt Afſembly, made the Temple ring 
with that Out-cry, But I have made this Day Quarreiſome: We 
are truly come into a day, which by being well managed, might 
be very Glorious for the Exterminating of thoſe Accurſed Things, 
which have hitherto been the Clogs of our Proſperity. Burt if we 
make this day quarrelſome, through any Raging Confidences, Alag, 
O Lord, my fleſh trembles for fear of thee, and I am afraid of : hy Judge 
ments, Eraſmus, among other Hiſtorians, tells us, that at a Town 
in Germany, a Witch, or Devil, appear 'd 0n the top of a Chimney 
threatning to ſer the Town on Fire: And at lergih, ſcattering a 
Pot of Aſhes abroad, the Town was preſently and horribly burnt 
unto the Ground, 'Methinks I ſee the Spettrcs from the: top of the 
Chimneys to the Northward, threatning to ſcatter Fire about the 
Country ; but let us quench that Fire by the moſt Amicable Corre- 
ſpondencies leſt, as the Spefres bave, they ſay, already moſt lite- 
rally burnt ſome of our Dwellings, there do come forth a further yo 
{rom the Brambles of Hell, which may tcrtibly Devour us, Let 
25 not be like a Tr0:b/ed Houſe, alitho we arc ſo much haunted by the 
Devils, Let our long ſuffering be a well placed piece of Armour 4- 
bout us, againſt the Fiery Darts of the wicked ones. Hiſtory in- 
forms us, That ſo long ago as the year 858; a certain Peſtifent and 
Malignant ſort of a Demon, moleſted Chaumont in Germany, with all 
{orts of Methods to ſtir up ſirite among the Citizens. He ucter- 
cd Prophecies, he der=Red Villanies, he branded People with all 
kind of Infamies. He incenſed the Neighbourhood againſt One 
Man particularly, as the Cauſe of all the Miſchiefs; who yer proyed 
himſelf innocent, - He threw Stones at the Inhabitants, and at 
Icngth burnttheir Habitations, till the Commiſſion of the Deans 
could go no further, Iſay,et us be well aware left ſuch Dxzmons 
do come hither a/ſ1. 


III. Inaſmuch as the Devil is come down in great Wrath, we had 
need labour with all the care and ſpeed we can, todiyert the great 
Wrath of Heavenfrom coming at the ſame time upon us, The God 
of Heaven has with long and loud Admonitions bcen calling us to 
a Reformation of our provoking Evils, as the only wv to ayoid that 
Iirath of his, which does not only threaten, but co:/1me us. *Tis 
becauſe we have been Deaf to thole Calls that we are nom by a 
proyoked God laid open to the Wrath of the Dev:] hinfelf. : b 

| | ; ai 
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faid in Prov.16.7, When a mans ways pleaſe the Lord, he mak-th even 
hi Enemies to be at peace with him, The Devil is our grand Ene- 
my ; and tho we woald not be art peace with him, yet we would be 
at peace from him; that's, we would have him nnable to dilquiet 
our Peace. But inaſmuch as the wrath which we endure from this 
Enemy, will allow us no peace, we may be ſure our ways have not 
pleaſed the Lord, It is becauſe we have brcken the Hedge of God's 
Precepts,that the Hedge of God's Providence is not fo entire as it uſes 
ro beabout us ; but Serpents are biting of us. O let us then ſee our 
{clyes, to make our peace with our God, whom we have d:ſpleaſe1 
by our Iniquities: And let us not imagine that we can encounter 
the Wrath of the Devil, while there is the Wrath of God Almighty 
to ſer that Maſtiff upon us: REFORMATION, REFOR MA- 
TION, has bzen the repeated Cry of all the Judgments thar have 
hitherco been upon us; becauſe we haye been as deaf Adders there- 
unto; the Adders of the Infernal Pit are now hiſſing about vs, Ar 
length, as it was of old ſaid, Luke Go 13, If one went unto them 
from the dead, they willrepent ; even (o, there arc ſome come unty 
us from the damned, The Great God has looſed the Bars of the 
Pir, ſo that many damned Spirits are come in among us, to make 
us repent of our Miſdemeanors. The Mcans which the Lord had 
formerly employ'd for our awakening, were ſuch, that he might 
well have ſaid, What could IT have done more> And yet afterall, he 


has done more, in ſome regards, than was ever done for the awa-- 


kening of any People in the Worl4.. The things now done to a- 
waken our Enquiries after our provoking Evils, and our Endea- 
yours to reform thoſe Evils, are moſt extraordinary things ; for 
which cauſe I would freely (peak it, if we now do not ſome extra- 
ordinary things in ſpeedily returning toGod, weare the molt in- 
curable 3 and I wiſh ir be not quickly ſaid, the moſt miſerable Peo- 
ple under the Sun, Believe me, *tis a time for all People to do 
ſomething extraordinary, in ſearching and trying of their ways, and 
in turning to the Lord, It is an-extraotdinary rate of Circumſpetti- 
on, and Spiritual mindedne(s, that we ſhould all now maintain a 
walk with God. Art ſuch a timeasthis, ought not Magiſtrates to do 
ſomcthing extraordinary in promoting of what is laudable, and 
in reſtrainingand chaſtiſing'of Eni/ doers > At {ach a time as this, 


ought not Minifters to do ſomething extraordinary 1n pulling the 
Souls of Men out of the Snares of the Devil, not only by publick 
Preaching, but by perſonal Viſits and Counſels, from houſe to houſe, 
Arſuch a time as this ought not Ghurches to do ſomething extra- 
ordinary in renewing of their Coyenants, and in remembring and 


reviving the Oligations of what they haye renewed, Some ad- 
mit 
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24 The Wonders of the 
mirable Defigns about the Reformation of Manners, have lately 
been on foot in.the Engih Nation, in purſuance of the moſt ex- 
cellent Admonitions which have been giyen for it, by the Letters 
of their Majeſties. Beſides, the Vigorous Agreements of the Fu- 
fices here and there inthe Kingdom, afliſted by godly Gentlemen 
and Informers, to execute the Laws upon prophane Offenders ; 
there has been ſtarted a Peopofal for the well affeHed People in e- 
vety Pariſh, to enter into orderly Societies, whereof every Meme 
ber ſhall bind himſelf, not only to avoid Prophaneneſs in himfelf, 
but alſo.according unto their Place, to do their atmo in ficſt Re- 
proving ; and if it muſt be ſo, then Expoſing, and ſo Pn ſhing, as 
the Law direQs, for others that ſhall be guil:y, Ir has been obſ:re 
ved, that the Engiih Nation has had ſome of its great Succeſes, 
upon ſome ſpecial and ſignal Aﬀtions this way ; and a diſcourage- 
ment given unto Legal Proceedings of this kind, muſt nceds be ye- 
ry exerciſing to the iſe that obſerve theſe things. But O, why 
ſhould rot New E: gland be the moſt forward part of the Engliſh Na- 
tion in ſuch R- formation ?

A Narrative of an APP ARITION 
which a Gentleman in Boſton, bad of 
hi Brother, juft then Murthered in Lon- 


don. 


T- was on thc 2d of May,in the year 1687, that a moſt ingenious 
accompliſhed and well diſpoſed Geatleman, Mr. Joſeph Beacon 
by Name, about five a Clock in the Morning, ashe lay, whether 
Sleeping or Waking keTould not ſay, (but judged the latter of 
them)had a View of his Brothet then at London, altho he wasnow 
himſelf at obr Biften, diſtanced from him a Thouſand Leagues, 
This hisBrother appear'd unto him in the Morning about five a 
Clock at Boſton, having on him a Bengal Gown, which he »fually 
wore, with a Napkin tryed about his Head ; his Gountenance was 
very Pale, Gaſtly, Deadly, and he had a Bloody Wound on one fide 
of his Forehead. Brether ! ſays the affrighted Zoſeph. Brother, 
anſwered the Apparition. | Said Joſeph, What's the matter Brother ? 
How came you here? TheAppatition replied, Brother,I have been mo{F 
barbarouſly ard injuriouſly Butcher'd,by a Debauch'd,drunken Fellow, 
to whom T never did any wrong in myLife, W hereupon he gaye a pat= 
ticular deſcription of INTER g,Brother,ThisFeliow chang- 
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ing bis Name, is attempting to come over unto New-England, in Foy, 
or Wild I would pray you on the firſt Arrival of either of theſe, to get 
an Order from the Governour, to Seize the Perſon whom I have now de- 
ſeribed ; and then do you Inditt hims for the Murder of me your Brother x 
PH fand by you and prove the Inditment. And io he vaniſhed, Mr. 
Beacon was extreamly aſtoniſhed at what he had ſeen and heard ; 
and the people of the Family not only obſerved an extraordi- 
nary Alteration upon him, for the week following, but have 
alſo given me under.their. hands a full Teſtimony, that he chen 
gave thern an Account of this Apparition. | 
All this while, Mr. Beacon had no advice of any thing amiſs 

attending his Brother then.in England , but abour the latter end 
of Juxe tbllowing, he underſtood by rhe common ways of Com» 
munication, that the April before, his Brother: going in haſte by 
Night to call a Coach for a Lady, met a Fellow then in rink, 
with his Doxy in his Hand : Some way or other the Fellow 
though: himſelf Afronted with the haſty paſſage of this Beacon, 
and immediately ran into the Fire {ide of a Neighbouring Ta- 
vern, from whence he fetch'd out a Fire-fork, wherewith he 
gricyouſly wounded Beacon in the Skull, even in that very part 
where the Apparition ſhow'd his Wound. Of this Wound he 
Languiſhed until he Dyed on the Second of May, about five of 


_ the. Clock in the Morning at Lowilon. The Murderer it ſeems 


was cndeavouring to Eſcape, as the Apparition affirmed, but 
the Friends of the Deceaſed Beacon, Seized him ; and proſecuting 
him at Law, he found the help of ſuch Friends as brought him 
off without che loſs of his Life; ſince which there has no more 
been heard of the Fuſinefs. 

This Hiſtory I received of Mr. Joſeph Beacon himſelf, who 
a little before hisown pious and hopetul Death, which follow'd 
nor long after, gave me the Story written and ſigned with his 
own Hand,and atteſted with the Circumſtances I have already 
mentioned,

HW. As for Ekzabeth and Deborah Pacy, one Aged Eleven 
Years, theother Nine ; the elder being in Court, was made ut- 
terly ſenſeleſs, during all rhe time of the Trial,or at leaſt ſpeech- 
les, by the direQtion of the Judge, Duny was privately brought 
to Elzabeth: Pacy, and ſhe touched her: hand 2 whereupon the 
Child, without ſo much as ſeeing her, ſuddenly leap'd up and 
flew upon the Priſoner; the younger was too ill to be brought 
into the Afſizes. But Samuel Pacy, their Farther, teſtified, that his 
Daughter Deborah was taken with a ſudden Lameneſs ; and upon 
the grumbling of Amy Duzay, for being denied ſomething, where 
this Child was then fitting,the Child was taken with an extream 
pain in her ſtomaci, like the pricking of Pins ; and ſhrieking at 
a dreadful manner, l:ke a W help,rather than a Rational Crea- 
ture. The Phylicians co'11d not conj=&ure the cauſe of the 
Diſtemper; but Amy Duny, being a Woman of ill Frame, and 
the Child in Firs crying out of Amy Duny,as affrighting her with 
the Apparition. of her Perſon, the Deponent fuſoeted her, and 
procured her to be ſet in the Stocks. While ſhe was there, ſhe 
{zi11in the hearing of two Woitnefles, Mr, Pacy keeps a great for 
about his Child, but let him ſtay till b: has done as much by his Children 
as T have done by mine. And being asked what ſhe had done to 
her Children, ſhe anſwered, She had been fain te open her Childs 
Mouth with a Tap to give it Vittuals, The Deponent added, that 
within two days the Fits of kis Daughters were ſuch, that they 
could not preſerve either Life or Breath, without the help of a 
Top. And that the Children cry'd out of Amy Duny, and of Roſz 
Cullender, as affliting them with her Apparition.. 

IV. The tits of the Children were various. They would 
ſometimes be Lame on one fide, ſometimes on eother. Some- 
times very ſore, ſometimes reftored unto their Limbs, and 
then Deaf, or Blind, or Dumb, for a long while together, Up- 
on the Recovery of their Speech, they would Cough cxtream- 
ly, and with much Flegm, they would bring up crooked pins, 
and atone time, a T wo-penry Nail, with a very broad Head.

And chat ſome- 
times, the Children {ozly) would fee things like Mice, cun a- 
bout the Houſe ; and one of them ſuddenly ſnap'd on with 
| the Tongs, and threw it into the Fire, where it fcreeched out 
f likea Rat, Ar another time, a thing like a Bee flew ar the 
| Pace of the younger Child, rhe Child fell into a Fic, and ar laſt

ſhe declared, She bad ſeen the Apparition of Roſe Cullender, threat- 
ning to Torment her. She likewiſe Vomited up diyers Pins, The 
Maid was preſent at Court, but when Calender looked upon her,

But near her privy parts they found three more, 
that were ſmaller than the former. Ar the endof the long 
Tear there was a little hole, which appeared as if newly Suck- 
ed ; and upon ſtraining it, a white Milky Matter ifſued out, 
The Deponent further {aid, That her Daughter being one day 
concerned at Roſe Cullenders taking her by the hand ſhe fell very 
ſick, and at night cry'd out, That Roſe Cullender would come to 
Bed unto her. Her Fits grew violent, and in»the Interyals of 
them, ſhe declared, That ſhe ſay Role Cullender in them, and 
ouce baving a great Dog with her.

Dr. Brown, a very Learned Perfon then prefent, gave his 
Opinion, that theſe Perfons were bewitched. He added, that 
in Denmark, there had bcen lately a great difcoyery of Witches; 
who uſed the yery ſame way of aflicting people, by conveying 
Pins and Nails into them, His opinion was, that the Devil in 
Witchcrafts, did work upon the Bodys of Men and Women, 
upon a Natural Foundation; and that he did Extraordinarily at- 
fit them, with ſuch Diſtempers as their Bodies were moſt ſub- 
ze unto, 

X. The Experiment about the Uſefulneſs, yea, or Lawfulneſs 
whereof Good Men have ſometimes diſputed, was divers I imes 
made, that though the afiited were utterly deprived of all 
ſenſe 1 their Firs, yer upon the Touch of the accuſed, they wo

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lo fcreech out, and fiy up, as not upon any other Per fons. And 
yet ic was alſo found that once upon the touch of an innocent 
pe: ſon, the like effe&t followed, which pur the whole Court 
unto a ſtand? although a ſmall Reaſon was at length attemp- 
red to be given for it, : 

XI. However, to ſtrengthen the Credit of what had been 
already produced againſt the Priſoners, one” 7obn Soam teſtifid, 
that bringing home his Hay in Three Carts.” one of the Carts 
wrenched the Window of Roſe Cullenders Houſe; 'whereupon 
ſhe flew out, with violent T breanings againſt the Deponent. 
T he other two Carts, paſſed by twice, Loaded, that day after- 
wards; but the Cart which touched Cullenders Houle, was 
twice or thricethat day overturned. Having again Loaded it, 
as they brought it thro' the Gate which leads out of the Field, 
the Cart ſtruck ſo faſt in the Gates Head, that they could not 
poſſibly ger it thro', but were forced to cut down the Poſt of 
the Gate, to make the Cart paſs thro', alrho' they conld' nor 
perceive that the Cart did of cither fide rouch the Gate-Poſt. - 
They afterwards did with much Diffticu'ty get it home to the 
' Yard; but could not for their Lives get the Cart near the place, 
where they ſhould unload, They were fain to unload at a 
great Diſtance; and when they were T ired, the Noſes of them 
that cameto aſſiſt them, would burſt forth a Biceding; ſothey 
were fain to give over till next morning z and then they un- 
loaded without any difficulty. 

XII. Robert Sherringham alſo Teſtified, that the Axle Tree 
of his Cart, happening in paſſing, to break ſome part of Roſe 
Cullenders Houſe, in her Anger, at it, ſhe vehemently threat- 
ned him, His Horſes ſhould ſuffer forit. And within a ſhort time - 
all his Four Horſes dyed ; after which he ſuſtained many o- 
ther Loſſes in the ſudden dying of his Cattle, He was alſo ta- 
ken with a Lameneſs in his Limbs; and fo vexed with Lice of 
an extraordinary Number and Bigneſfs, that no Art could hin- 
der _ Swarming of them, till he burnt up two Suits of Ap- 
PAarci. | ; | | 
XIII. As for Amy Duny, ewas Teſtifi'd by one Richard Spen- 
cer that he heard het ſay, That the Devil would not let her Reſt - 
until ſhe were Revenged on the VVife of Cornelius Sandfwel. And 
that Sandſwel teſtifi'd, that her Poultry dy'd ſuddainly, upon 
Amy Dunys threatning of them ; and that her Husbands Chim- 
ney fell, quickly after Duny had ſpoken of ſuch a diſaſter. 
And a Firkin of Fiſh could not be ept from. falling into the 
Water, upon ſufpicious words of Dunys. = M8

Faltering, faulty, unconfiaut, and contrary Anſwers upon judi- 
cial apd deliberate Examanation, are counted ſome ni af, ns 
toms of Guilr, in all Crames, eſpecially' in Witchcraftss Now 
there never was a Priſoner more eminent for them, than G. B. 
both at his Examination and on his Trial. His Tergiverſations, 
Contradiffions, and-Falſhoods, were. very finfible: he had little to 
ſay, bur that had heard ſome things that hecould not prove Re- 
feting upon the Reputation of ſome cf the Wirnefſes. Only he 
gave ina Paper to the Jury ; wherein, altho he had many 
times before, granted, not only that there are Witches, but alſo, 
that the preſeat ſuflcerings of the Country are theeffeRs of horri-= 
ble Witches, yet he nowigoes to evince ity, That there neither are, 
nor ever were Witches, that having made a Compatt with the Dew, can 
fend a Devil to Torment other' People at a diſtance. This Paper was 
T ranſcribed out of Ady ; which the Court preſently knew, as 
ſoon as they heard it: But he ſaid, he had taken none of it out of 
any Book; for which, his Evaſion afterwards, was, T hat a Gen- 
tlemen gave him the Diſcourſe in a Manuſcript, from whence 
he Tranſcibed it.

And pleading, Net Guil:y, there 
were brought in ſeveralperſons, who had lang undergone ma- 
ny kindsof miſeries, which were preternaruratly- inflicted, and 
generally aſcribed unto /an horrible Witclicraft, There was 
Iiccle occaſion to prove the Wi irchcraft, ir being evident andi'no- 
torious to all the heholderss Now to fix the Witchcraft on the 
Priſoner at the Bar, the firſt thing uſed, was the Teſtimony of 
the Bewitched ; whereof ſeveral teſtified, That the $ of 
the! Prifoder did: oftentime very- grievoufly Pinch them, 
Choak them, Bire them, and Aﬀitt- them ; urgiug them to 
write their Names in a Book, which the ſaid Spettre called 
Ours, Oneof them did further teſtifie, That it was the Shape 
of-this Priſoner, with another, which one day took her from 


her Wheel, and carrying her to the River-fide, threatned there 
to 
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to Urown her, if ſhe did not Sign to the Book mentioned 2 
which yet ſhe refuſed, Others of them did alſo reſtifie, T har 
the ſaid Shape, did in her Threats brag to them, that ſhe had 
been the Death of ſundry Perſons, then'by her named; thaz 
ſhe had Ridden a man then likewiſe Named. Another 'teſtifa- 
cd, the Apparition of the Ghoſts unto'fle SpeQtre of Biſhop, cry- 
ed out, Nu Murthered us! About the Truth'whereof, there was 
in the Matter of Fa& but roo much ſuſpicien. 

II, It was teſtified, That at the Examination of the Priſoner 
before the Magiſtrates, the Bewitched were extreamly tortur- 
24. If ſhe did bur caſt her Eyes on them, they were preſently 
itruck down; and this in ſuch a manner as there could be no 
Colluſion in the buſineſs. But upon the Touch of her Hand 
upon them, whea they lay in their Swoons, they would im- 
mecdiately Revive; andnot upon the Touch of any ones elfe.

and it vaniſh'd ; 'tho he found the Doors all faſt. Looking our 
at the Eatry-door, he ſaw the ſame Woman, in the ſame Garb 
again ; and faid, {n God's Name, what do you comg for !

the held him, unable ro help himſelf, till near Day, Hetoid B:- 
ſhop of this ; but ſhe deny'd it, and threatned him very much. 
Quickly after this, being at home on a Lord's Day, with the 
doors fhut about him, he ſaw a black Pig approach him ; ac 
which, he going to kick, it vaniſhed away. Immediately after, 
ficting down, he ſaw a black Thing jump in at the Window, 
and come and ſtand before him.

ſpirited them, rempred them all manner of ways to Aﬀoctate with 
them. Yea, fuch were the perilous growth of this F/chcroft, that 
Perſons of Quality vegan to ſend their Children into other Coun- 
tries to avoid it. | 

Il. The Inhabitants had earneſtly ſought God by Paper, and 
yet their Aﬀfiction continued, W hereupon Judges bad a ſpecial 
Commiſſton to find and root out the Helliſh Crew ; and the rather, 
becaufe another County in the Kingdom, which had been fo mokt- 
cd, was deliver'd upon the Execution of the Witches, : 

Ill. The Examination was begun with a day of Humtlfation 
appointed by Amhority. W hereupon the GCommiſhoners Tots

T7 was on thc 2d of May,in the year 1687, that a moſt ingenious 
accompliſhed and well diſpoſed Geatleman, Mr. 7oſezh Beacon 
by Name, about five a Clock in the Morning, as he lay, whether 
Sleeping or Waking he could not ſay, (but judged the latter of 
themYhad a View of his Brother then at London, altho he wasnow 
himſelf at our Beſte, diſtanced from him a Thouſand Leagues, 
This hisBrother appear'd unto him in the Morning about five a 
Clock at Bofton, having on him a Bengal Gown, which he »ſualy 
wore, with a Napkin IF about his Head ; his Gountenance was 
yety Pale, Gaftly, DeadlY: and he had a Bloody Wound on one fide 
of his Forchead. Brcther ! ſays the affrighted Foſeph. Brother 
anſwered the Appatition. Said Joſeph, Fhat's the matter Brother ? 
How came you here? T heApparition replied, Brother,] have been moFF 
barbarouſly and injuriouſlyBnatcher'd,by a Debauch'd,drunken Fellow 
to whom I never did any wrong in myLife, Whereupen he gave a pat: 
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nary Alteration upon him, f ng, bur have 


'cave thein ah Accountot chis Appatition. Mo he 
Alt chis white, Mr, Beaconhad no advice of any thing amils 


artending his Brother then-in"Englazd ; bur about thedatter end 
of June following he underſtood = common ways of Com: 
munication; that the April before, his Brother going in haſte by 
Night to'call a'Coach tor aIady; mera Fellow then in Drink, 
with ' his Doxy is his Hand: *Some way or other the Fellow 
- thought himſelf Afronted with the haſty paſſage of this Beacon, 
and immediately ran into the Fire fide of a Neighbouring Ta- 
vern, from whence he fetch'd qut a Fire-fork, wherewith he 
grieyouſly wounded Heacoi inthe Skull ; even in thar very part 
where the Apparition ſhow'd his Wound. Of this Wound he 
Ranged until he Dyed.on the Second: of May, abour five of 
the Clock in the Morgiog at London.”

Ann Durent, Suſan Chandler, and Elizabeth Pacy, when they 
came into the Hall, to give Iaſtruftions for the drawing the 
Bills of Indi&tments, they fell into ſtrange and violent Firs, fo 
that they were unable to give \in their + ny not only 
then, but alſo during the | whole Afſizes, YYuliam Durent being 
an'Infant, his Mother Swore, That Amy Duny looking after her 
Child one Day in her abſence, did at her return: confeſs, that 
ſhe had giycn ſuck to the Child : (tho ſhe werean Old-Woman :) 
\Whereat, when Durent expreſſed her diſpleaſure, Duny -went 
away with Diſcontents and Menaces. | 
The Night after, the Child fell into ſtrange and ſad Firs:; 
wherein it continued for divers Weeks. One Dr. Jacob adyi- 
ſed her to hang up the Childs Blanker in the Chimney Corner 
all Day, and at Night when ſhe went to pu the Child into ic, 
If ſhe found any thing in it then to through it without fear into 
the Fire. Accordingly at Night, there tell a great Toad out of 
the Blanket, which ran up and down the Hearth. A bo 
catch't it, and held it in the Fire with the Tongs, where it made 
an horrible Noiſe and flaſh'd like to Gun-Powder, with a re- 
port like that of a Piſtol z Whereupon the Toade was no more - 
to be ſeen. The next Day a Kinſwoman of Duny's told the De- 
ponent, that her Aunt wasall grieyouſly ſcorch'd with the Fire, 
and the Dzponent going to her Houſe, found ber in ſuch a Eon- 
dition. Duny told her, ſhe might thank her for it; but ſhe ſhould 
liveto ſee ſome of her Children Dead,and her ſclf upon Crutch- 
es. But after the Burning of the Toad, this Child recovered. 
"This Deponent further teſtified. That her Daughter Eliza- 
beth, being about the Age of ten Years, was taken in like man- 
ner as her firſt Child was, and in her Fits complained much of 
Amy Duny, and ſaid that ſhe did appear to her, and afflit her 
in ſuch manner as the former. One. gay ſhe found Amy Dazy 
in her Houſe, and thruſting her out of Doors. Duny ſaid, ou need 
not be fo angry, your Child won't live long- And within three days

upon them. [lr was Remarkable, that immediately upon the

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of . her Limbs } and went home without her Crutches.] 
_ I. As for Elizabeth and Deborah Pacy, one Aged Eleyen 
Years, theother Nine ; the elder being in Court, was made ut- 
rerly ſenſeleſs, during all the time ofthe Trial,or ar leaſt ſpeech- 
lefs, by the direCion of the Judge, Duny was privately broughs 
to Elizabeth Pacy, and ſhe touched her hand 3 whereupon the 
Child, without ſo much as ſeeing her, ſuddenly leap'd up and 
flew-upon the Priſoner; the -younger was too ill ro be brought 
into the Afizes, But Samuel Pacy, their Father, teſtified, that his 
Daughter Deborah was taken with a ſudden Lameneſs ; and upon 
 thegrumbling of Amy Duny, for being denied ſomething, where 
this Child was then fitting,the Child was taken with an extream 
pain in her ſtomach like the pricking of Pins ; and ſhrieking ar 
a dreadful manner, like a Whelp;rather than a Rational Crea- 
ture. The Phyſicians could not conjefture the cauſe of the 
Diſtemper; but Amy Duny, being a Woman of ill Frame, and 
the Child in Firs crying out of Amy Duny,as affrighting her with 
the Apparicion of her-Perſon, the Deponent-ſuſpeed her, and 
procured her to be ſet in the Stocks. While ſhe was there, ſhe 
ſaid in the hearing of two W itnefſes, Mr, Pacy keeps a great fir 
about bis Child, but let him ſtay till he has done as much by his Children 
as T have done by mine. And being asked what ſhe had done to 
her Children, ſhe anfwered, She had been fain ts open her Childs | 
Mouth with a Tap to give tt Viftuals,. . Fhe Deponent added, tha: _ 
within two days the Fits of his Daughters were ſuch, that they : 
could not preſerve eicher Life or Breath, withouc the help of a. 
. Tap. And that the @hildren cry'd ontof Amy Duny, and of Roſe 
Cullender, as afliting them with her Apparition. / 
IV. The Firs-of the Children were various. They would 
ſometimes be Lame on one ſide, ſomerimes on rother. Some- 
times very ſore, ſometimes reſtored unto their Limbs, and 
then Deaf, or Blind, or Dumb, for a long while together, Up- 
on the Recoyery of their Speech, they would Cough -cxtream- 
' ly, and with much Flegm, they would bring up crooked pins, 
and at one time, a I ues Nail, with a very broad Head. 
Commonly ar the end of eyery Fit, they would caſt up aPin. 
When the Children Read, rhey could not pronounce the 
Nan of Lord, or Feſus, or Ciriſt, but would fall into Fits ;

V.- Margaret Arnold, the Siſter to Mr. Pacy, Teſtifi'd unts 
the like | rings being upon the Children, at her Houſe, 
whither her Brother had removed them. And that fome- 
times, the Children (only) would ſee things like Mice, run a- 
bout the Houſe ; and: one of them ſuddenly fnap'd one with 
the Tongs, and threw it into the Fire, where- it ſcreeched out 
likea Rat. At another time, a thing like a Bee flew at the 
Face of the younger Child, rhe Child fell into a Fir, and at laſt 
Vomited up a Two-penny Nail, with a Broad Head ; affirming, 
That the Bee brought this Nail, and forced it into her Mouth, The 
Child would in like manner: be aſſaulted with Flies, which 
brought crooked Pins unco ler, and made her firſt ſwallow 
chem, and then Vomit them. She one day caught an Inyiſfible 
Mouſe, and throwing it into the Fire, it flaſ'd like ro Gun- 
Powder, None beſides the Child ſaw the Mouſe, but every one 
ſaw the Flaſh. She alſodeclared out of her Fits, that in them, 
Amy Duny much tempted her to deſtroy. her ſelf. 

VI. As for Ann Durent, her Father teſtified, That upon 2 
Diſcontent of Reſe Cullender, his Daughter was taken with much' 
Hneſfs in her Stomach, and great and ſore pains, like the prick- 
ing of Pins, and then Swooning, Fits, from which recovering, 
ſhe declared, She had ſeen the Apparition of Roſe Cullender, threat= 
ning to Torment her. She likewiſe Vomited updivyers Pins. The 
Maid was preſent at Court, but when Calender looked upon her, 
_ into ſuch Fits, as made her utterly unable todeclare any-

VII, Zane Bockin, who was too weak to be atthe Aﬀizes, but 
her Mother Teſtitied ,, that her Daughter having tormerly- 
been Aﬀficted with Swooning Fits, and Recovered of- them, 
was now. taken with a great pain in her Stomach, and New 
Swooning Fits.

For. admitting the Chil- 
dren were Bewitched, yet, ſaid he, it can never be apply'd unto 
the Priſoners, upon the Imaginafion of the Parties only AMi&- 
ed; inaſmuch as no perion whatſoeyer could then be in

Dr. Brown, a very Learned Perſon then preſent, gave his 
Opinion, that theſe Perſons were bewitched. He added, that 
in Denmark, there hiad been lately a great diſcovery of Witches; 
who uſed the yery ſame way of aflicting people, by conveying 
Pins and Nails into them, His opinion was, that the Devil in 
Witchcrafts, did work upon the Bodys of Men and Women, Z

XI: However, to ſtrengthen the Credit of what had 'been 
already produced againſt the Priſoners, one 7obn Soam teſtifi'd, 
that bringing home his Hay in Three Carts. one of the Carts 
wrenched: the Window of Roſe Cullenders Houſe, whereupon 
ſhe flew out, with violent Threanings againſt che Deponenr. 
T he other two Carts, paſſed by twice, Loaded, that day after- 
wards; but the Cart which touched Culfenders Houſe, was 
twice or thrice that day overturned.

that came to affiſt them, would burſt forth a Bleeding, ſothey 
were fain to give over till next morning ; and then they - un-

XII. Robert Sherringham alſo Teſtified, that the Axle Tree 
of his Cart, happening in paſhng, to break ſome part of Roſe 
Cullenders Houſe, in her Anger, at it, ſhe vehemently threat- 
ned him, His Horſes ſhould ſuffer forit. And within a ſhort time 
all his Four Horſes dyed ; after which he ſuſtained many o- 
ther Lofles in the ſudden dying of his Cattle, He was alſo ta- 
ken with a Lameneſs in his Limbs; and ſo vexed with Lice of 
an extraordinary Number and Bigneſs, that no Art could hin- 
der = Swarming of them, till he burnt up two Suits of Ap- 
PATrci, 

XHI. As for Amy Dwuny, *'twas Teſtif'd by one Richard Spen- 
cer that he heard her ſay, That the Devil would not let her Reſt . 
until ſhe were Revenged on the VVife of Cornelius Sandſwel. And 
that Sandſwel teſtifi'd, that her Poultry dy'd ſuddainly, upon 
Amy Dunys threatning of them ; and that her Husbands Chim- 
ney fell, quickly after Duny had ſpoken of ſuch a diſaſter. 
And a Firkin of Fiſh could not be kept from falling into the 
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XIV. The Judge told the Jury, they were to inquire now. 
firſt, Whether theſe Children were Bewitched ; and ſecondly, 
W hether the Priſoners ar the Bar were guilty of it. He made 
nodoubt, there were ſuch Creatures as W.itches;. for the Scrip- 
tures affirmed itz and the Wiſdom of all Nations had provi- 
ded Laws againſt ſuch Perſons. He prayed the God of Heaven 
ro dirc& their Hearts in the weighty thing they had in hand;

| The next Morning, the Children with their Parents, came 
ro the Lodgings of the Lord Chiet Juſtice, and were in as good 
health as cyer in their Lives.; being reſtored within halt an 
Hour after the Witches were Convicted. 

The Witches were Executed, and Confeſſed nothing ; which 
indeed will not be wondred by them, who Conſider and Enter- 
tain the Judgment of a Judicious Writer, That the Unpardonable 
Sin, ts moſt uſually Committed by Profeſſors of the Chriſtian Religion,
